THE PARABLE. 
Christian growth is here illustrated 
j 
in the parable of “The Growth of tilt* 
Seed.” 
Iii this parable Jesus likens 
the kingdom of God to a man who 
should east seed into the ground and. 
leaving it. should go about the duties 
if life, sleeping at night and working 
>y day. the seed meanwhile growing 
he knows not how. 
First appears the 
blade, then the ear. then the full corn, 
which is harvested. 


THE INTERPRETATION. 
The sower is Christ and His minis­ 
ters; the soil is the human heart; the 
seed is the word of God; the growth is 
spiritual 
development; 
the 
fruit 
is 
Christian character; the harvest Is at 
the end of the world, when at tile sec­ 
ond coming of Christ the harvest shall 
be gathered in. 
The only place where 
there is any difficulty in the interpreta­ 
tion of this parable Is in reference to 
the man who plants the seed. 
I* must 
refer to Doth Christ ami His ministers. 
It cannot in* said of Christ that He does 
uot know how tile seed grows, uor can 
It be said of man that he gathers the 
harvest; lienee the man who plants the 
seed 
must 
include both Christ and 
Christian workers, 
it Is well also to 
remember that 
leaving the seed to 
grow alone does not mean careless neg­ 
lect. 
It is its nature to grow unaided 
by man. 
The seed must be planted: it 
must be harvested, but It possesses 
within itself the principle of develop­ 
ment and growth. 
After the sower 
had planted the seed it would have 
been useless for him to have worried 
day anti niirht over its growth. He was 
not responsible for that. 
It was his to 
plant. 
Growth must take place irre­ 
spective of the planter. 


THE APPLICATION. 
Tills parable suggests several very 
Important truths concerning Christian 
growth. 
1. Christian growth is uot dependent 
upon the sower of the seed. 
The man 
planted the seed. 
That was his part. 
Then lie went about tile duties of life 
without worry and anxiety and allow’- 
ed the planted seed, by laws over 
which he had no control, to come to 
fruitage. 
The same law* holds good in 
the spiritual world. 
Man may plant 
aud water, but Got! ouly can give the 
Increase. 
The principle of growth Is 
in the seed itself, placed there by God’s 
Holy Spirit. 
It will not be retarded or 
advanced by Hie undue anxiety anil 
worry of Christian workers who have 
planted the seed. 
Vet how many do 
worry lest the word of God may not 
grow! 
Lot us do our part- the plant 
lug-and then leave results with God. 
2. Christian growth is by an orderly 
law. 
“First the blade, then the ear: 
after that the full core in the e a r” 
There is natural law’ Iu the spiritual 
world. 
(rod always works in an order­ 
ly way. The i*ar of corn was not pro­ 
duced iii a day 
No man is a saint of 
God. 
Perfection is not attained at a 
bound, bul is the result of orderly and 
progress!vc development.

Are we, as Christ’s disciples, 
hearing fruit? Have the blade and the 
ear appeared? 
Are we progressing in 
Christian cha tact er and service, aud 
will we be full corn by the harvest?

The road is single track at this 
point aud well adapted for such a pur­ 
pose.
